W h en h o was y et a small lad h e 
h ad earn ed th e n am e of “ Lone Boy , 
because of solitary tram ps wh ich took 
h im a long way from h is own Sioux 
Tillage.

At 11 y ears h e met w ith an adven ­ 
ture wh ich gave 
h im 
an oth er 
n am e 
amon g h is people. 
He h ad learned to set sn ares for wild 
an imals, an d one day discovered th e 
fresh path of a doe and two fawns, 
wh ich were in th e h abit of going to 
drin k at a certain jwdnt on th e river. 
A fter several attem pts Lone Boy suc­ 
ceeded in sn arin g one of th e fawn s. 
But wh en h e came up with h is gam e a 
pn ir of bold eagles h ad already a t­ 
tacked and killed th e fawn.

Yet th e birds con­ 
tin ued to wh eel about th eir aerie, n oisi­ 
ly excited for a time.

DELVING IN ANCIENT RUINS. 


Unhylonla n M.)nnd« Show Remain* 
of (1,000 Year* Before Christ. 
In addition to the statue of David 
and the gold of Na ram Sin, the most 
interesting 
objects 
discovered in the 
temple hill of Bismya, one of the sev­ 
eral 
groups 
of 
Babylonian 
ruin 
mounds, were found at a distance from 
the northwest side at the edge of the 
platform upon which the chambers of 
the temple were built and just within 
the large encircling wall. 
It was the 
old temple refuse heap where the gar­ 
bage and the discarded and broken ob­ 
jects employed In the temple service 
were dumped. 
In it were dozens of baskets full of 
fragments of marble, alabaster, onyx, 
porphyry 
and 
granite vases. 
About 
forty inscribed vase fragments were re­ 
covered. 
Other vases were engraved 
and inlaid with Ivory and stones, and 
many of them displayed rare beauty 
in form as well as in material. 
This 
ancient temple presents our first view 
of the vessels of the temple service of 
6,OOO years ago, for the archaic char­ 
acters of the inscriptions suggest that 
date. 
Tunnels were dug Into the liase of 
the temple tower 
and 
from 
them 
shafts were sunk, one from the very 
center and another near the southwest 
edge of the tower to the virgin sand 
of the desert level. In those shafts few

pelican. 
His length is fro m fo u r to 
fiv e feet, and his wings and tail are o f 
•liv er gray , streaked with bro wn. 
The breeding range o f these inter­ 
esting birds Is o ff the co ast o f Mex ico 
and Lo wer Califo rnia. 
May and Ju ne 
are the nesting mo nths. 
Occasio nally 
they build their nests in lo w trees, hut 
o rdinarily it is 011 the gro u nd. 
It is a 
lo o sely co nstru cted affair, bu ilt o f weed 
•talks u nd sticks, and lined with grass. 
At the seaside the pelicans are seen 
lazily fly ing thro u gh the air. 
It is 
their fashio n to fly o ne behind the o th­ 
er. 
Each, fo llo wing the signal fro m 
the leader, giv es fiv e o r six stro kes, 
•m l then all so ar in uniso n. 
At feed­ 
ing time their wo nt is to driv e the iish 
by a no isy beating o f the wings to a 
po int clo se in sho re, when the birds 
will div e fro m co nsiderable heights. 
Tlds perfo rmance is qu ite spectacu lar, 
as with clo sely fo lded wings the bird 
dro ps as a ball headfo remo st Into the 
•water. 
Under the water they ev idently 
turn a so mersau lt, as the bird inv aria­ 
bly emerges head lirst. 
The po uch o r game bag o f the pelican 
will ho ld ten o r fifteen po u nds o f iish, 
and as the bird is pro v ided with no 
means o f defense, he is the v ictim o f

Ou t o f the fragments o f 
the Ro man empire new natio ns had

themselv es 
slo wly , 
each 
with its o wn to ngu e; they asserted 
their Independence; they warred with 
o ne ano ther; and y et the Latin lan­ 
guage, 110 lo nger nativ e to any o f th *m, 
was the so le means by which they co m­ 
mu nicated with o ne ano ther, say s a 
writer in the Centu ry magazine. Latin 
lo ng sufficed ev en fo r their men o f let­ 
ters, as Lo well 
reminds 
u s: 
“Till 
Dante’s time the Italian po ets tho u ght 
no langu age go o d eno u gh to pu t their 
no things into bu t Latin—and indeed 
a dead to ngu e was the best fo r dead 
tho u ghts—bu t Dante fo u nd the co m­ 
mo n speech o f Flo rence, in which men 
bargained and sco lded and made lo v e, 
go o d eno u gh fo r him, and o u t o f tlao 
wo rld aro u nd him made a po em such 
j as no Ro man ev er sang.” A little later 
Chau cer cho se the co mmo n speech o f 
Lo ndo n fo r th» * telling o f his tales. Aud 
y et after Dante had descended into 
hell, and after the Canterbu ry pilgrims 
had go ne fo rth, Baco n pu t his great 
l>o o k Into Latin and Milto n wro te no t 
a few po ems in that ilead to ngue. Fo r 
a centu ry after “Paradise Lo st” Latin 
was still held to he the o nly fit and 
pro per v ehicle fo r the sy stems o f the 
philo so phers and fo r the disco v eries o f 
tin* scientists. The langu age o f Cicero 
lingered at the mo st co nv enient means 
o f co mmu nicatio n fo r the edu cated men 
o f all co untries, and y et at last the 
fo rces o f natio nality and race were to o 
stro ng fo r it, and no w fo r mo re than 
two centu ries men o f letters hav e ex - 
pressed 
themselv es in their mo ther 
to ngue, and men o f science hav e used 
each his nativ e langu age to set fo rth 
his co ntribu tio ns to the sum o f hu man 
kno wledge. Fo r mo re than fifteen eeri- 
tu ries Latin has been tru ly a wo rld 
langu age, o nly In the end to su rrender 
its su premacy , thro u gh no fau lt o f Its 
o wn, bu t by th» * sh» *er fo rce o f circu m­ 
stances.
